All my dreams of a luxurious, sleepy, sen­ 
suous paradise, filled with undulating figures 
of transcendant beauty, were gone, and I 
was fully pesscssed of the demon of mirth, 
and I provoked tho others into my own state 
of mind—a caiiacit? which has never deserted 
me at any time or place, or with any per­ 
son, in my life—and we were soon the mad­ 
dest of the crowd in tho perfumed waters. I 
would be afraid to tell all the freaks we per­ 
formed, and antics and pranks we cut. Al­ 
though it did not in the least startle tho na­ 
tives, it might some who have imagined me 
to be the model of perfection in deportment. 
But then you must remember that Mrs. 
Grundy does not live in Constantinople, and 
she has no one to tell tales out of school ex­ 
cept my own self, and I never tell mora than 
suits me. It was two full hours before our 
wild sport euded, aud we slid out of the water 
and sat talking iu little knots of four or five, 
while the attendants were dryiDg our hair, 
and eeparating it till it stood out iu a light 
puff all around our heads. Not a tangle was 
left iu it, and no comb or brush was used. 
Then we were laid ou the saíne marble divans, 
though with a thick bathing towel this time 
under U3, while the attendants punched and 
pulled, aud rubbed all our joints, aud cracked 
ail our kuuckles and elbows and shoulders, 
till I thought I should be always even more 
unsteady thau ever. They don’t give you the 
least chance to make a protest lo thi3 sort of 
thing. They roll you and rub you, up and 
down and round and round, till you only waut 
a chance to get your hands free to “puncty 
their heads,” when all at once, panting and 
perspiring, they grin at you and say pekkey, 
which means “ all right.”—Correspondence of 
Alta California. 


H o w (lie D iscovery W as Flutle. 
At the lime of the last war between Eng­ 
land aud France, a brig commanded by an 
American, was captured ©ft San Domingo by 
the Sparrow cutlor, uuder the belief she was 
sailing under false colors, or, at any rate, 
curried enemy’s goods. The Admiralty Court 
at Port Royal found the ship’s papers per­ 
fectly correct; and as the captain swore hard 
and fast to her American nationality, the 
Court decided in his favor. The Yankee im­ 
mediately commenced proceedings against 
the Sparrow’s commander, Lieutenant Wylie, 
for tho illegal capture. While the caso was 
pending, a small Leader in charge of Midship 
naan Felton entered the port, and the young 
officer being a friend of Wylie’s, went ou 
board the Sparrow, aud waa not long before 
lie became acquainted with the latter’s mis­ 
fortune, and most unexpectedly delighted him 
by declaring ibe brig was a lawful prize, and 
tho proof forthcoming. It appeared that the 
tender, cruising near the spot where the Spar­ 
row’s chase Legan, sighted a shark, which 
was upon deck in a very short time. Hear­ 
ing the men employed cutting the monster 
up cry out, “ Stand by to receive letters, 
boys; the postman’s como ou board,” Mr, 
Felton went to see what it meant, and re­ 
ceived a bundle of papera just taken from the 
shark's maw. 
Upon examination, these 
turned out to be the genuine paper* of the 
brig, thrown overboard when captare was 
imminent; and they proved beyond any doubt 
that her cargo was French. The friend* 
hastened to Kingston; bat the news had 
traveled ou before them, and the American 
skipper had disappeared, leaving bis ship to 
be condemned, and Lieutenant Wylie to be 
made richer by three tbouiand pound*, 
Wylie and bis crew were not the only ones 
destined to profit by the happily timed catch 
Iu consequence of information derived from 
the strangely recovered papers, the captain 
of the Trent frigate was instructed to look 
out for a certain brig engaged in the same 
risky business, having one Pearl Darkey for 
its master. Before many day* had passed, 
the Trant fell in with a vessel auswaring the 
deicriplion given, and Captain Otway ordered 
Iter to heave to. As soon as the American 
skipper appeared on the frigate’s quarter 


deck, Captain Otway accosted him with, 
“Glad to see you, Mr. Pearl Darkey; you are 
the very man I have been looking for, I 
know all about you, and am going to send 
you to Port Royal.” Taken aback by the 
unexpected recognition, Mr. Pearl Darkey, 
for it was he, did not deny his identity, or 
demur to visiting Port Royal, where kis ship 
and his cargo were adjudged a lawful prize to 
the Trent.—Chamber's Journal.

New Parties Proposed. 
Tho lack of collision exhibited at this junc­ 
ture in each of the two great political parlies 
seems to prompt all nianuer of enthusiasts out 
of employment to take what they call in Wall 
street “ a flyer" in the general market. Be­ 
lieving that aucient Democracy is a defunct 
bird in the pit and that Republicanism is rap­ 
idly disentegrating, these out-of-doors reform­ 
ers arc convening all about us and drawing 
new designs upon the political trestle-board. 
Two nicely-limned pictures of this character 
have cuught our eye within a day or so past. 
One consists of a proposition made by the 
auti-Secret Society phalanx, just adjourned at 
Syracuse, to found a new party upon the basis 
of the delusion which possesses them—namely, 
the destruction of locks upon doors and the 
tearing away of invidious curtains from sacred 
places. We shall hardly get credit for the 
spirit of prophecy in predicting the total fail­ 
ure of this scheme.

TíOndon, June 5.—The House of Commons 
Iasi night, l>y a vote of G1 to 126, adopted 
the propositions of the government that pub­ 
lic houses iu this city shall be kept open on 
week days from 7 o’clock iu the morning 
until 12:30 at night. The House also, by a 
vote of 382 to 43. approved the government’s 
proposal that such houses shall bo opened on 
the same days in towns having over 250 popu­ 
lation from 7 A. M. to 11 P. M., and in towns 
with a less «umber of people from 0 A. M. 
to 10 P. M. 
Duriug the evening Disraeli said lie would 
take occasion to correct the misapprehension 
that this would be a short session. Seven 
bills of extra importance were to be presented 
to Parliament and they would be introduced 
at an early day, and if members frittered 
away time the session, instead of being short, 
would be unusually long. 


FRANCE. 
The Catholic Pilgrims, 
P aris, June 5.—The American pilgrims 
to-day wont in procession to tho Grotto of 
Our Lady of Lourdes. They carried the 
American Hag. A large crowd witnessed the 
procession and uncovered and saluted the 
pilgrims with loud cheers as they passed. A 
sacred banner, which was brought from 
America, was presented at the shrine. At 
the close of tiie ceremonies the pilgrims pro­ 
ceeded to Marseilles to take tho steamer. All 
were in good health. 
’The* Pont a 1 Treaty with the Cuitcd 
States. 
Paris, June 5.—Duke Decazes to-day had a 
conference with the committee of the Assem­ 
bly on a postal convention with the United 
States. He said the arrangement under con­ 
sideration was only to servo as a transition to 
a more liberal system, which would be em­ 
brace 1 in an additional convention hereafter. 
Sentence of a Communist.

TH E CURRENCY. 
A N ew R ill A greed Oil. 
New York, June 5.—Washington specials 
say that the conference committees of the 
two Houses on the currency question have 
agreed on two features which they will report 
to-day. First, that the amount of greenbacks 
to be retired and issued shall be equal to 37.', 
per cent, of tiie latter. Second, that the re­ 
demption of legal tenders in gold or bond* 
at the government's option, shall begin in 
January. 
A Tribuno dispatch says that no one, as 
tar as can bo learned, has any assurance that 
he I resident will sign the bill containing 
these provisions. It is well known that one 
ot tho most cherished hopes of Grant is that 
specie payments will be resumed during his 
administration. Willi this view lie discusses 
the policy of repealing the legal tender act to 
take effect July, 1S75, and is in favor of re- 
.u mg greenbacks at the rale that they would 
all be called in by July, 187C. Ho thinks this 
cornel be done under the free banking law 
without injury to business. lie also urges an 
ameiulnieut of the National Banking act, so

T O E NATION AX CAPITAL. 
C an n o n ’s C'a.o. 
Washington, June 6.—The Committee on 
Elections, by a vote of 6 against 5, agreed net 
to report the resolution of Hazelton reciting 
that Canuon had proved to bo a polygamist, 
having married one of his wives since the pas­ 
sage of the anti-polygamy law of 1882, and 
therefore should be expelled. The committee 
also voted down the resolution postponing all 
action on the case, but it is generally believed 
that further consideration of the question will 
be postponed till the next session. 
Postage on Newspapers and Periodi­ 
cals. 
The House Post Office Committee have 
agreed to report a bill providing that on all 
newspapers and periodicals mailed from the 
known office of publication or news agency, 
and addressed to regular subscribers or news 
agents, postage shall be charged at the fol­ 
lowing rates: Newspapers and periodicals 
issued weekly and more frequently than once 
a week, one cent and a half; and on those 
issued less frequently than once a week, 
three cents for each pound or fraction o'f 
a pound. 
Oil the 
receipt of such 
newspapers and periodicals at the office 
of mailing they are to be weighed in bulk and 
postage paid thereon by special adhesive 
stamps. Newspapers, one copy to each ac­ 
tual subscriber residing within the county 
where the same are printed in whole or iu 
part and published, go free through the mails, 
but the same shall not be delivered at letter- 
canier offices or distributed by carriers uuless 
the postage is paid thereon as by law provid­ 
ed, and newspapers and magazines recipro­ 
cally interchanged between publishers, not 
exceeding sixteen oauces in weight, to be 
confined to a single copy of ea«li publication, 
go free through the mails. All mailable mat­ 
ter of the third class may weigh not exceeding 
four pounds for each package thereof, and 
postage shall be charged thereon at, the rate 
of one cent for each two ounces etr fraction 
thereof, but nothing herein contained shall be 
held to change or amend Section 134 of said 
act. Affidavits are to be made by publishers 
or news agents to secure their adherence to 
these provisions, for violation of which penal­ 
ties are prescribed. 
The amendments proposed by the Senate 
Appropriation Committee to the post office 
appropriation bill provides that postage on all 
mailable matter shall hereafter be prepaid at 
the time of mailing, and to restrict the free 
delivery system to cities having a population 
of not less than 30,000, instead of 20,000, as 
fixed by the House and to strike out the House 
provision that the Department of Agriculture 
reports shall pass free through the mails. 
The President sound on the Financial 
Question. 
President Grant, in reply to a written re­ 
quest of Senator Jones of Nevada, has sent 
to that gentleman a memorandum of his 
views on the financial question, which he re­ 
cently prepared and read to several members 
of Congress. It says: “ I believe it a high 
aud plain duty to return to a specie basis at 
the earliest practicable day, not only in com­ 
pliance with legislative and party pledges, 
bul as a step indispensable to lasting "na­ 
tional prosperity. I believe farther that the 
time has come when this can be done, or at 
least begun, with less embarrassment to every 
branch of industry than at any future 
time. 
Itesert has beeu had to'unstable 
and temporary expedients to stimulate unreal 
prosperity and speculation on a basis other 
than coin as the recognized medium of ex- 
( hange throughout the commercial world. 
The particular mode selected to bring about a 
restoration of the specie standard is not of so 
much consequeuceas that some adequate plan 
be devised, the time fixed when currency shall 
bo exchangeable for coin at par and tho plan 
adopted rigidly adhered to. It is not proba­ 
ble that any legislation suggested by me would 
prove acceptable to botli branches of Congress, 
and indeed a full discussion might shake my 
own faith in the details of any plan I might 
propose. I will, however, venture to state 
the general features of the action which 
seem to me advisable, the financial plat­ 
form on 
which I 
would stand and 
any departure 
from 
which I 
would 
accept in a spirit of concession and harmony, 
in deference to conflicting opinious: First, Í 
would like to see the legal render clause so- 
called repealed, the repeal to take effect at a 
future time, say July 1st, 1875. This would 
cause all contracts made aiter that date for 
wage3, sales, etc., to be estimated in coin, it 
would correct our notions oí values and the 
specie dollar would be the only dollar known 
as tho measure or equivalent where debts af- 
terwards contracted were paid In currenev. 
Instead of calling the paper dollar a dollar 
and quoting gold at so much premium, we 
should think and speak of paper as at so 
much discount. This alone would aid greatly 
in bringing the two currencies nearer togeth­ 
er at par. Second, I would like to see a pro- 
vision that at a fixed day, say July 1st, 1876, 
the currency of the United States should 
be i adeemed in 
coin on 
presentation 
to any Assistant Treasurer, and that all the 
currency so redeemed should be caucolled and 
never reissued. To effect this, it would be 
necessary to authorize the issue of bonds pay­ 
able iu gold, beariug such interest as would 
command par in gold, to be put out by the 
Treasury only in such sums as should from 
time to time be needed for the purpose of re­ 
demption. 
Sucli legislation would insure 
a return to sound financial principles m two 
years, and would, in my judgment, work less 
hardship to the debtor interest, thau is likely 
to come from putting off the day of final reck­ 
oning. It must be borne iu rnind, too, that 
the creditor intarest had its day of disadvant­ 
age also, when our present financial system was 
brought iu by the supremo needs oí the nation. 
1 would further provide that from and aher 
the date llxod for redemption no bills, whether 
of national banks or of the United States re­ 
turned to the Treasury to be exchanged for 
new hills, should be replacod by bills of loss 
denomination thau $10, and that iu one year 
after resumption all bills or leas than $5 sho'd 
be withdrawn from circulation, and in two 
years alt bills of less than $10 should be with­ 
drawn. The advantage of this would bo the 
strength given to the country against a time 
of depression resulting from war, failure of 
crops or any other cause by keeping always 
in the bauds of the people a large snpply of 
the precious metals. With all the smaller 
tiansactions conducted in coin, many millions 
of it would be kept iu constant usa and of 
course prevented from leaving the country. 
Undoubtedly a poorer currency will always 
drive tho better out of circulation,and with pa­ 
per a legal tender and at a discount gold and 
siiver become articles of merchandise as 
much as wheat aud cotton, and the surplus 
will find the best market it can. With small 
bills in circulation there is no U3e for coin 
except to keep it iu the vaults ef banks to 
redeem circulation during periods of great 
speculation and apparent prosperity,and when 
there is little demand for coin it will flow 
out to a market where it cau he made to 
earn something, which it cannot do while 
lying idle. Gold, like anything else, when 
not needed becomes a surplus, and like «very 
other surplus it seeks a market where it can 
find one. By giving active employment to 
coin, however, its presence can, it seems 
to mo, be secured aud the panics and 
depressions which have occurred periodically 
iu times of nominal specie payments if they 
cannot be wholly prevented can at least be 
greatly mitigated; iudeed, I question whether 
it would have been found necessary to depart 
from the standard of specie in the trying days 
which gave birth to the first legal tender act 
had the country taken the grouud of no small 
bills as early as 1850. Again, I would pro­ 
vide an excess of revenue over current expen­ 
ditures. I would do this by rigid economy 
and by taxation where taxation can best be 
borne. Increased revenue would work a con­ 


stant reduction of the debt and interest and 
would provide coin to meet demands on tho 
Treasury for the redemption of its notes, there­ 
by diminishing the amount of bonds needed 
for that purpose. All taxes after redemption 
begins should be paid in coin or United States 
notes, and this would force redemption on the 
national banks. With measures like the3c,on 
measures which would work out such results, 
I see uo danger in authorizing free banking 
without limit.” 
Presenting ol Credentials. 
Dalla Costa, the Venezuelan Minister, pre­ 
sented his credentials to the President to-day. 
The customary friendly speeches were ex­ 
changed. 
Senor Bernard, hitherto Minister Resident, 
who has been recently promoted Envoy Ex- 
traordiuary and Minister Plenipotentiary of 
Nicaragua, also waited ou the President to­ 
day with his new credentials. In his speech 
he allnded to the interest taken and efforts 
made by the United States in the great work of 
uniting the Atlantic and Pacific by canal. He 
hoped Nicaragua would be chosen for 
that route, and believed the scheme, long re­ 
garded as a chimera, would be made a'real- 
ity wheuever this nation should lend its 
powerful aid. His Governnieut would do all 
in its power to co-operate with the United 
States. 
The President, replying, said the 
people of the United States are deeply inter­ 
ested in the prosperity of the American re­ 
publics, and will see with pleasure the com- 
pletiou of any work which may promote it. 
Especially will they regard with satisfaction 
the construction of ship canals between the 
Atlantic and Pacific Oceaii3 whenever it may 
be found possible to construct them to advan­ 
tage.

Its object is to allow public lands in the 
South, which were after the war reserved for 
settlement by the freodmen, to be sold as they 
are in other sections of the country. It was 
streneensly opposed by Conger, Willard, Haw­ 
ley and Holman. 
Mr. TOWNSEND, Chairman of the commit­ 
tee, said the objeet was to put the people ef 
the south in the same position in regard to 
public lands as the people of the uorth. Tne 
bill was recommitted, which is tantamount to 
a rejection.

Tlii* morning at about 9 o’clock a mad dog 
of the hound species was killed iu Front street 
by City Marshal John VV. Forsyth,' 'after the 
animal had run a destructive race of at least 
two railes, and bitten two men, (Including the 
Marshal) two boys, and several dogs. He was 
first seen at West Newburgh, had on a collar 
and cham, and went along quietly, head 
downward. 
At West Newburgh he bit a man 
whose name we have been unable to ascertain. 
On the way down the avenue the dog came 
across a boy named Topley, who was attacked 
and severely bitten in the face—the dog car­ 
rying away a piece of his cheek—and had his 
hand badly mangled. 
On the avenue also a 
boy of tifteeu or sixteen, named McCalleD, 
was bitten in the finger. 
Young McCallen af­ 
ter receiving the bite hurried down High 
street to police headquarters and informed 
City Marshal Forsyth that the dog was com­ 
ing down through Colden street. 
The Mar­ 
shal seised a revolver and a club and hurried 
down First street to Colden to dispatch the 
animal 
when 
he 
should 
make 
his 
appearance. 
A number of children 
were 
gathered at the corner and the Marshal 
did 
not 
shoot, 
being 
fearful 
of 
hitting one of tho children. 
He, however, 
tried to kill the dog with the club, but only 
gave him a couple of blows that did not have 
the effect of stunning him. 
The animal 
snapped at Mr. Forsyth at this point, but 
whether the bite was indicted at this time or 
afterwards tho Marshal in the excitement of 
the pursuit could not say. 
The animal got 
away and ran down First street to Front, tak­ 
ing his course northward in that street. 
At 
Colonel Torhush’s hotel the Marshal tried to 
shoot the dog, but unfortunately the pistol 
would not go of! and the dog again got away, 
but it was iu the struggle here probably that 
the Marshal received his wound. 
The dog 
bit him in the right leg, about midway be­ 
tween jtbe knee and ankle. 
At Carpenter 
street the Marshal borrowed a revolver and 
continued the pursuit, coming up with the an ­ 
imal at Alexander Cauld wells boiler works. 
Here a couple of bullets were put iDto the an­ 
imal, hut bis career was not yet ended. 
lie 
ran as far as the brewery, where the Marshal 
dispatched him by a bullet in the head. 
On 
the way up Front street the hound bit two 
other dogs. 
Marshal Forsyth,on finishing the 
job, at ouce started for home to look after his 
wounded lim1), aud the prompt application of 
remedies to tho wound which was made by 
order of a physician will, we hope, avert auy 
evil consequences of the injury. 
Youug McCallen was bitten on the second 
finger of the right hand. 
He followed the 
dog up until the animal was killed, and then 
went home to see about his hurts. 
Dr. Win. 
Jonas cauterized the wound and gave him in­ 
ternal remedies, and Dr. P. M. Barclay (who 
is superintending the Marshal’s case) was also 
called. 
Young Topley is about six years of age. 
As the dog was coming quietly along, head 
downward, dragging Hie chain, the child at­ 
tempted lo get hold of the chain, when the 
dog turned on him, knocked him down, bit 
him in the right cheek, as stated, aud severely 
“ Chawed” his right hand, which is bitten 
clear through. 
Dr. J. G. Birch was called 
and cauterised the child's wounds and adm in­ 
istered remedies. 
After the criminal had bitlcu the boys, he 
attacked, at the corner of Grand street and 
Western avenue, a black and tan dog known 
as “ Cap," knocked bim down and bit a piece 
out of his jaw. 
“ Cap" has since bceu shot. 
The other dogs known to have been bitten 
will tic looked after.— Nerrburgh Journal.

A M AS SO U’S W ORK IN NEW .

This morning at about 9 o’clock a mad dog 
of the hound species was killed in Front street 
by City Marshal John W. Forsylfi, ‘ 'after the 
animal had run a destructive race of at least 
two miles, and bitten two men, (including the 
Marshal) two boys, and several dogs. He was 
first seen at West Newburgh, had on a collar 
and chain, and went along quietly, head 
downward. At West Newburgh he bit a man 
whose name we have been unable to ascertain. 
On the way down the avenue the dog came 
across a boy named Topley, who was attacked 
and severely bitten in the face—the dog car­ 
rying away a piece of his cheek—and had hia 
hand badly mangled. On the avenue aiso a 
boy of fifteen or sixteen, named McCalleD, 
was bitten in the finger. Young McCallen af­ 
ter receiving the bite hurried down High 
street to police headquarters and informed 
City Marshal Forsyth that the dog was com­ 
ing down through Colden street. The Mar­ 
shal seized a revolver and a club and hurried 
down First street to Colden to dispatch the 
auimal 
when he 
should make 
his 
appearance. A number of children were 
gathered at the corner and the Marshal 
did 
not 
shoot, 
being 
fearful 
of 
hitting one of the children. 
He, however, 
tried to kill the dog with the club, but only 
gave him a couple of blows that did not have 
the effect of stunning him. 
The animal 
snapped at Mr. Forsyth at this point, but 
whether the bite was inflicted at this time or 
afterwards the Marshal in the excitement of 
the pursuit could not say. The animal got 
away and ran down First street to Front, tak- 
iug his course northward in that street. At 
Colonel Torbush’s hotel the Marshal tried to 
shoot the dog, but unfortunately the pistol 
would not go ofl and the dog again got away, 
but it was iu the struggle here probably that 
the Marshal received his wound. The dog 
bit him iu the right leg, about midway be­ 
tween ;the knee and ankle. 
At Carpenter 
street tho Marshal borrowed a revolver and 
continued the pursuit, coining up with the an­ 
imal at Alexander Cauldwell’a boiler works. 
Here a couple of bullets were put into the an­ 
imal, but his career was not yet ended. 
He 
ran as far as the brewery, where the Marshal 
dispatched him by a bullet in the head. 
On 
the way up Front street the hound bit two 
other dogs. Marshal Forsyth,on finishing the 
job, at ouce started for home to look after his 
wounded limb, aud the prompt application of 
remedies to the wound which was made by 
order of a physician will, we hope, avert any 
evil consequences of the injury. 
Young McCallen was bitten on the second 
finger of the right hand. He followed the 
dog up until the animal was killed, and theu 
went home to see about his hurts. Dr. Wm. 
Jones cauterized the wound and gave him in­ 
ternal remedies, and Dr. P. M. Barclay (who 
is superintending the Marshal’s cuse) was also 
called. 
Young Topley is about six years of age. 
As the dog was coming quietly along, head 
downward, dragging the chain, the child at­ 
tempted to get hold of the chain, when the 
dog turned on him, knocked him down, bit 
him in the right cheek, as stated, and severely 
“ chawed” his right hand, which i3 bitten 
clear through. Dr. J. G. Birch was called 
and cauterized the child’s wounds and admin­ 
istered remedies. 
After the criminal had bittcu the boys, lie 
attacked, at the corner of Grand street and 
Western avenue, a black and tan dog known 
as “ Cap,” knocked him down and bit a piece 
out of his jaw. “ Cap” has since been shot. 
The oilier dogs known to have been bitten 
will be looked after.—Newburgh Journal.
